equipment at Burlington are owned by VaneWilson Limited. All three of these 
companies are now insolvent and they have each made Proposals under Part III of 
the Bankruptcy Act to their creditors.

Financial Position 


The audited consolidated financial statements of Robin-Nodwell 
Mfg. Ltd. for the year ended September 30, 1967 showed a net loss of some 
$636,000 on sales of $7,287,000 as compared with a $21,000 net profit on sales 
of $8,985,000 in 1966. For the five months ended February 29, 1968, the Robin- 
Nodwell and Van-Wilson combined unaudited financial statement show a net loss 
of $277,000 on sales of $1,390,000 and in addition The Wilson Motor Bodies 
Limited shows a net loss for the same period of $37,000 on sales of $513,000. 


As a result of these accumulated losses the companies are now 
in the position of being unable to meet their debts as they become due. [In 
addition, the companies were unable to make a $65,000 payment under the 62% 
Collateral Trust Debentures which came due on January 15, 1968. As a result, 
these debentures are now in default and the assets of the companies are subject 
to possible seizure by the secured creditors. 


The assets of all of the companies have been pledged to secure 
the following claims of secured creditors: 


The Royal Bank of Canada $1,114, 353 
64% Collateral Trust Debentures 979,057 
8% Second Mortgage Bonds : 699,994 


Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd., the parent company, initially incurred 
these obligations but the proceeds of these loans appear to have been used in 
part for the benefit of all three companies. All of these obligations are now 
due and payable. Contingent upon the completion of the sale of certain of the 
Calgary based companies' assets to Canadair Limited, (as described herein) and 
upon the acceptance by the creditors of the Proposals, the secured creditors have 
agreed in part to defer payment of their claims. The holders of the greater part 
of the Second Mortgage Bonds have agreed to subordinate their entire position to 
permit the settlement offered to the ordinary creditors of the three companies in 
the Proposals to be carried out. 


Sale of Tracked Vehicle Business 


The Calgary based companies have received an offer to purchase the 
tracked vehicle business and assets of Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd. and Van-Wilson Limited 
for a price of about $2,200,000 from Canadair Limited. The liquidation values of 
the various companies' assets (see Schedule 1) are largely based on the completion 
of this transaction and it is this prospective sale which makes possible the 
Proposals being put forward by those two companies. 


Estimate of Recovery for Creditors if 
the Proposal is not Accepted 


Set out on Schedule 1] is a table showing the estimated liquidation 
value of the company's assets. The values shown therein, in part, are those amounts 
expected to be realized under the terms of a proposed sale of the companies’ tracked 
vehicle business and assets to Canadair Limited and as estimated by the officials 
of the company and the Trustee in respect of the other assets. 


The estimated liquidation values would largely accrue to the 
various classes of secured creidtors if the companies were to be placed in bankruptcy 
or if the secured creditors took independent action to realize on their security. 
As a result we believe that ordinary creditors of The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited 
could expect to receive not more than twenty-two cents on the dollar in a liquidation 
of the company. Even this amount could only be realized if the contemplated sale 
to Canadair Limited could be carried out on schedule at the proposed price in order 
that the secured creditors could be substantially paid out of that transaction. 


None of the assets of The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited are being sold 
to Canadair but failing the acceptance of the Proposals, put forward by all three 
of the companies, it would likely be necessary for the secured creditors to attempt 
to reenegotiate the sale of the tracked vehicle assets to Canadair Limited. Under 
such circumstances the secured creditors including the holders of the Second Mortgage 
Bonds referred to in Clause 7 of the Proposal would no doubt insist on receiving 
payment in full of their claims at once. This would require the liquidation of all 
of the companies' assets with the first proceeds going to the secured creditors. In 
the opinion of the Trustee any recovery for ordinary creditors would be delayed for 
many months and would be unlikely to exceed twenty-two cents on the dollar of the 
claims of the ordinary creditors of The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited. 


Concurrent with the filing of the Proposals with the Court, 
representatives of The Clarkson Company Limited will be appointed Interim Receiver 
for each of the companies to take possession of the assets and control of receipts and 
disbursements. Upon completion of the sale to Canadair Limited the proceeds of the 
sale will be paid to Mr. M.G. Graves, C.A. of Clarkson, Gordon & Co., Calgary, 
Alberta who will distribute the funds firstly in partial reduction of the secured 
claims of The Royal Bank and the Collateral Trust Debentures and then to the Trustees 
under the Proposals for purposes of the distribution as set out in the Proposals. 


Informal Meetings 


The Trustee under the Proposals has met informally with a number of 
the major trade creditors of The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited and reviewed the 
companies' financial condition and the terms of the Proposals with them. The 
creditors present at this meeting, which represented in the aggregate about $100,000 
or about one-third of the company's trade creditors, were all in 
favour of acceptance of the Proposal and its recommendation to other creditors. As 
a result of our investigation and these discussions with creditors we believe that 
the acceptance of the Proposals by the creditors hold out the best prospect of a 
reasonable recovery on their claims. 


A similar meeting has been held with a group of creditors of Van 
Wilson Limited. These creditors also gave their informal approval to that 
company's Proposal. 


Creditors are reminded that they may vote on the Proposal in person 
or by proxy at the meeting on April 18, 1968 or may submit their vote by mail using 
the enclosed voting letter. In order to be entitled to vote, however, creditors 


must file a proof of claim with the Trustee prior to commencement of the meeting on 
April 18, 1968.

“Sm, Dear Sirs: — 
We enclose a Proposal which has been filed with us under Part III 

of the Bankruptcy Act by the above company as at April 5, 1968 which requests its 
ordinary creditors to accept twenty-five cents on the dollar of their claims in 
full settlement thereof. Enclosed is a Statement of Affairs at February 29, 1968 
of the company and of its subsidiary: company Van-Wilson Limited, and an associated 
company, The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited. Also enclosed is a notice of the meeting 
of creditors called for the purpose of considering the Proposals together with a 
proof of claim form and voting letter. Finally, there is enclosed herewith a form 
of waiver of the provisions of The Bulk Sales Act of the Province of Alberta, the 
purpose of which will be explained later in this letter. 


Van-Wilson Limited has been engaged in the manufacture of tracked 
- vehicles and farm implements which were distributed by its parent company, 
Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd. which acted as a sales organization. An associated 
company The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited (wholly owned by Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltde ) 
is engaged in the manufacture and sale of truck bodies at Burlington, Ontario. 
The plant and equipment at Burlington are owned by Van-Wilson Limited. 


Financial Position 


The audited consolidated financial statements of Robin-Nodwell 
Mfg. Ltd. for the year ended September 30, 1967 showed a net loss of some 
$636,000 on sales of $7,287,000 as compared with a $21,000 net profit on sales 
of $8,985,000 in 1966. For the five months ended February 29, 1968, the Robin- 
Nodwell and Van-Wilson combined unaudited financial statements show a net loss 
of $227,000 on sales of $1,390,000 and in addition The Wilson Motor Bodies 
Limited shows a net loss for the same period of $37,000 on sales of $515,000. 


As a result of these accumulated losses the companies are now 
in the position of being unable to meet their debts as they become due. In 
addition, the companies were unable to make a $65,000 payment under the 64% 
Collateral Trust Debentures which came due on January 15, 1968. As a result, 
these debentures are now in default and the assets of the companies are subject 
to possible seizure by the secured creditors. 


The assets of all of the companies have been pledged to secure 
the following claims of secured creditors: 


The Royal Bank of Canada $1,114,353 
64% Collateral Trust Debentures 979 ,057 
8% Second Mortgage Bonds 699 ,994 


Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd., the parent company, initially incurred 
these obligations but the proceeds of these loans appear to have been used in 
part for the benefit of all three companies. All of these obligations are now 
due and payable. Contingent upon the completion of the sale of certain of the 
companies' assets to Canadair Limited, (as described herein) and upon the 
acceptance by the creditors of the Proposals, the secured creditors have agreed 
in part to defer payment of their claims. The holders of the greater part of 
the Second Mortgage Bonds have agreed to subordinate their entire position to 
permit the settlement offered to the ordinary creditors of the three companies 
in the Proposals to be carried out. 
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Sale of Tracked Vehicle Business 


The companies have received an offer to purchase the tracked 
vehicle business and assets of Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd. and Van-Wilson Limited 
for a price of about $2,200,000 from Canadair Limited. The liquidation values 
of the various companies' assets (see Schedule 1) are largely based on the 
completion of this transaction and it is this prospective sale which makes 
possible the Proposals being put forward by the two companies. 


‘Estimate of Recovery for Creditors if 


the Proposal is not Accepted 


Set out in Schedule 1 is a table showing the estimated liquidation 
value of the companies' assets. The values shown therein, in part, are those 
amounts expected to be realized under the terms of a proposed sale of the 
company's tracked vehicle business and assets to Canadair Limited and as 
estimated by the officials of the company and the Trustee in respect of the 
company's other assets. 


The estimated liquidation values would largely accrue to ie VX 
various classes of secured creditors if the companies were to be placed in } 
bankruptcy or if the secured creditors took independent action to realize on 
their security. As a result we believe that ordinary creditors of Van-Wilson 
Limited could expect to receive only about fifteen cents on the dollar ina 
liquidation of the company, Even this amount could only be realized if the 
contemplated sale to Canadair Limited could be carried out on schedule at the 
proposed price. ae 


Failing the acceptance of the Proposal, it would likely be 
necessary for the secured creditors to attempt to re-negotiate the sale of the 
tracked vehicle assets to Canadair Limited. Under such circumstances the 
secured creditors including the holders of the Second Mortgage Bonds referred 
to in clause 7 of the Proposal would no doubt insist on receiving payment in 
full of their claims at once. This would require the liquidation of all of the 
company's assets with the first proceeds going to the secured creditors. In | 
the opinion of the Trustee any recovery for ordinary creditors would be delayed 
for many months and in total would be satel cabled to exceed fifteen cents on the 
dollar of their claims. 


Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd. owns certain of the patents etc. being 
sold as a part of the tracked vehicle business. To a considerable degree the 
affairs of Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd. and Van-Wilson Limited have been carried on 
as a single enterprise. In certain instances it is not clear which of the two 
companies is responsible for the claims of certain of the ordinary creditors 
although it is quite clear that the companies are jointly and severally liable , 
to the major secured creditors. oe 


In the opinion of the Trustee any reasonable allocation of the 
proceeds of the Canadair sale between the two companies would result in there 
being only a nominal recovery at best for the ordinary creditors of Robin-Nodwell 
Mfg. Ltd. Notwithstagding this, the consent of the creditors of that company 
is required to complete the Canadair sale, unless all of the companies are 
placed in bankruptcy. For this reason, and since the claims of ordinary creditors 
of Robin-Nodwell Mfg. Ltd. are only about $142,000 these creditors are being 
offered the same settlement, twenty five cents on the dollar, as that made to 
the creditors of Van-Wilson Limited. 


The Wilson Motor Bodies Limited, the subsidiary which carries on 
its operations at Burlington, Ontario, is also insolvent. None of its assets 
are to be included in the proposed sale to Canadair Limited. The assets of this 
company are also pledged to secure the claims of the major secured creditors of 
its parent company. A Proposal is concurrently being made to its unsecured 
creditors offering to pay them thirty-five cents on the dollar of their claim. 


The holders of the Second Mortgage Bonds, who are making it 
possible for the creditors of all three companies to obtain a greater recovery 
under the Proposals than they would under bankruptcy conditions, require the 
acceptance of the Proposals made by all three companies. Since it would appear 
that even in a bankruptcy the ordinary creditors of The Wilson Motor Bodies 
Limited might recover in excess of twenty cents on the dollar, the Proposal 
made to those creditors offers them a thirty-five cent settlement. 


Compliance with The Bulk Sales Act 


It is essential to the sale of the tracked vehicle business to 
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Canadair that the transaction be approved by the companies' creditors by April 5, 
1968. To make the sale to Canadair and hence the Proposals of the companies possible, 
it is necessary that the sale comply with The Bulk Sales Act of Alberta. To arrange 
this compliance you are requested to complete the enclosed form of waiver under 
Section 6 (b) (i) of The Bulk Sales Act and file it with your claim in the 
Proposal prior to the meeting. The Waiver should be signed os an authorized 

erento officer and duly witnessed. 


Concurrent with the filing of the Proposals with the Court, 
M.G. Graves, C.A. of Clarkson, Gordon & Co. will be appointed Interim Receiver 
for each of the companies to take possession of the assets: and control of 
receipts and disbursements. Upon completion of the sale to Canadair Limited the 
proceeds of the sale will be paid to Mr. M.G. Graves who will distribute the 
funds firstly in partial reduction of the secured claims of The Royal Bank and 
the Collateral Trust Debentures and then to John L. Biddell, F.C.A., as Trustee 
under the Proposals for purposes of the distribution as set out in the Proposals. 


Informal Meetings 


The Trustee under the Proposals has met informally with a number 
of the major trade creditors of Van-Wilson Limited and reviewed the companies’ 
financial condition and the terms of the Proposal with them. The creditors 
present at this meeting, which represented in the aggregate about $210,000 of 
the company's trade creditors, were in favour of acceptance of the Proposal 
and its recommendation to other creditors.
